A, The Elements are continually transform d in- 
ro one another by Condentation and Rarefa€tion. 
So that, what the Lighter Elements loofe by Con- 
denfation, they may regain by the Rarefaction of 
the Heavier, Whence there is no neceffary confe- 
querce, that 2 !erae Grove of Oaks muft make an 
addition to the Weight of the Earth, We imagin, 
thar you don’t fuppofe, thar they are capable of 
making the Earch Heavier in proportion to their 
own Weighr, fince fo much of the Subftance of the 
Earth goes to their Compofition. — | 


Q. Why are fome Bodies, that aré Lighter than 


others, yet Harder ? | | 

A, That the ground of the Queftion is matter of 
Fact, is evident from no inftance more clearly than 
thar of Water and Ice. For tho’ Ice be of fo Hard 
a Subftance, yer it is of a more Rarefied Contexture 
thai Warer. Bur all, that can be faid to the mat- 
ter is, that Weight and Hardnels procede from difle- 
rent Principles ; the one from the Contiguity of the 
Homogeneous Particles, of which an Heavy Boay 
is composd (Conriguity being here taken ina com- 
mon fenfe, and not as logically diftinguift'd from 
Continuity ) the other from fome Unknown Liga- 
ment, wherewrh the Particlesof an Hard Body are 
tied together. Whence it follows, that where thee 
two Principles concur in one Body, that Body is at 
once both Heavy and Hard. Which accounts for 
the different Phenomena’s in Bodies with refpect to 
Weighe and Hardnels. | 

Very experienc'd Philofophers Confefs their igno- 
rance as to the Caufeof Hardnefs, and are content 
to exprefs it no otherwife rhan by fome Unknown 
Ligament, as is f{pecified above. Nor do They, 
who pretend to aflign the caufe, evidence a deeper

If ir 
be replied, from the Preffure of matter ftill more 
Subtie, we may procede in our Enquiry ad Infini- 
tum, Whence it woud follow, that Matter is nor 
only Infinitely Divifible, bur Actually fo Divided, 
Bur tome, tho’ they acknowledg their ignorance 
as to the Caufe of Hardneis, and barely recur to an 
Unknown Ligament, yet fancy, that Softnefs may

But as tlardnefs is defin’d by the oppofition,

A, His name was Valerian, a Perfon, who about 
the 7oth Year of his Age, and che 253d of ourLord, 
obrain'd the Emp:-e with wonderful applaufe. His 
Courage and other excellent Accomplifhments had 
before entitled h'm to feveral great Offices, particu- 
larly to that of the Cenforfhip, to which he was 


cchofen by the general Acclamation of the Senate, 


who all unanimonfly cried out, that Valerian’s Life 
was-a continual Centorfhip, and that no one was fo 

Proper a Judge of others Crimes, as He, who had — 
none of his ownro beanfwerable for. Bur this ad 
mirable Prince by the Inftigation of Macréanus, an 


Egyptian Magician, rais‘d che 8th general Perfecu- 


tion againft the Chriftians, notwith{tandjng that for 
fome Years he had been extremly favourable to 
them, and notwithftanding~ the Judgment, which 
had befaln Decius, who was the Author of the Pre- 
ceeding Perfecution. Hencetherefore, nodoubr, it 


was, that he became a Prifoner to Sapores,who Cat- 


rying him into Perfia, treated him Worfe than the 
Bafeft Slave, and made him his Foorftool, as often 
as He Mounted on Horfeback. Valerian was thus 
barbaroufly usd tor 7 Years together, ar the Expi- 
ration of which the Infulting Sapores commanded his 
Eyes to be pluck’d out, and his Body to be fleed a- 
live, according to one Hiftorian. But according 10 
another, his Body was not feed till after his Death, 
at which time it was f{ufpended in one of the Perf: 
an Temples to Perpetuate the Memory of fo Us 
prefidented a Triumph,
